And if Jim How- 
ard and Caleb Powers are not re- 
gretting that they have been given 
new trials it is because they do 
know the substance of Yout- 
sey's confession.

Then came the suggestion to 
place a small window as a memo- 
rial to a dead girl who devoutly 
and modestly sought that shrine 
a hen in the city. The pastor, 
had come to reverence the lofty 
character and beautiful faith of 
hat a State primary /he girl, entered heartily into t>je 
i to our party, and &J -cheme as one which might r.on- 
i nbute to the weight of evidence 
showing the reinstallmeutcf good 
feeling, in church circles at least, 
between the North and So.ath. The 
proposition was received with a 
storm of protests froru these stul- 
tified Pharisees of Philadelphia, 
mdthe preaoher -was overborne. 
Tee hypocritical i- mp , of the devil 
could forgive tb e being who so 
cowardly murder ed the great and 
good McKinley. or else, to pose iu 
sacred funct ion, they perjured 
■•if immorts 1 souls at the very 
foot of the cross — but they cannot 
forgive a dead girl, whose one 
anltwas that she was born the 
:aiight«r of the leader of the ill- 
fated ' -Lost Cause." 

While regretting the incident as 
hav ng its orgin in the ill-advised 
act-win of a few Southern ladies, 
tfr 3 dear old sunny south will wor- 
ry little over it. It knows that 
t he bigatnry and manevolence of 
the Quaker City congregation rep- 
resents the religious and patriotic 
sentiment of that city alone. Win- 
nie Davis, the "Daughter of the 
Confederacy" is iushnned in every 
Southern heart. Wiuuio Davis, 
the pure and sweet Southern 
Christian girl, is enshrined in ev- 
ery Christian heart North and 
South. There are no such Christ- 
ians in Phi ladelphia. 

All honour, all praise to the mem- 
ory of that noble and matchless 
girl— Winnie Davis— the still, un- 
crowned queen of the South, whose 
memory will ever linger in the 
hearts of all pure minded people.
